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TO MY COUSINS OF THE VARIOUS 
LINES OF DESCENT 



The information contained in the pages of this 
booklet has been gathered with the greatest difficulty, 
for, as a people, we, Americans, have paid very little 
attention to the memory of our lineage. The true 
worship of ancestors has come only with the slow 
growth of civilization, the early races of the world 
having neglected even the heaping of earth above 
the grave to mark, at least for a time, the place of 
burial. In behalf of Christianity, it may be said that 
the Church of Rome began, as early, perhaps, as the 
eleventh century, the faithful recording of the names 
of those who went through its various rites in the 
way of baptisms, marriages and funeral ceremonies; 
and only by such records, or by the inscriptions of 
chapel or cemetery, can we now justify researches 
extending back to the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries. 

While, in the Middle Ages, there was, no doubt, 
considerable carelessness as to the record of date of 
birth, great attention appears to have been paid to 
listing children, legitimate and illegitimate, in the 
strict order of infancy. In marriages, the date is 
most carefully recorded, as well as the place of birth 
and the parentage of each of the contracting parties. 
In the record of deaths, not only the date but the 
place of burial also are entered for the benefit of 
posterity. 

The separation of the Anglican Church from that 
of Rome no doubt gradually brought in a certain con- 
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dition of neglect, on part of the former, in such 
matters of record; while the rude temples of worship 
of the Puritans and of our early settlers, north and 
south, proved but indifferent places for the proper 
care of records of any sort. 

As already stated, the family altars we erect to the 
loving memory of those who have passed before us 
are the growth of civilization ; they have been firmly 
established, at least in Europe, by the monumental 
solidity and permanency of places of worship, with 
their costly chapels, as well as by the solemnity and 
public celebration of the feasts of the Church and of 
the rites for the dead. In our colonial days, the 
puritanical simplicity of life soon swept away all 
thought of the departed, as attests the poverty of 
monument or stone in the burial places of the times. 

But whatever may be said in palliation, the fact 
remains that the American people, of a new race 
upon the face of the earth — unlike the disciples of 
Confucius, venerable long before the time of our Christ 
— have been indifferent to the memory of the lines 
of their families; and though some interest has been 
aroused by our societies — Colonial, of the Revolution 
and of our Wars, no concerted effort has, as yet, been 
made, by Society or by Legislature, to assure, for their 
descendants, the transmission of the records of those 
who pass in daily life.. The family Bible is neglected 
in its records, if it has not already gone out of 
fashion ; family portraits, in their antiquated frames 
and costumes, are, in mean shame, hidden in attics; 
and, in the present indifference to church affiliation, 
little attention is paid to the solemn rites of religion. 

There are, however, neglects of much more serious 
nature, and I deem it proper to register them, with a 
view to their correction. In determination of dates, 
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many cemeteries have been carefully looked over for 
records of interments as well as monumental inscrip- 
tions; and, while it has been distressing to witness 
the frequent want of care and attention to a tidy ap- 
pearance of the family plot, we must deeply lament 
for those of our blood whose graves are not only 
unmarked by the most insignificant stone, but, at 
the same time, have completely lost, under stress of 
storm and years, even the slight mound of earth once 
carefully raised above the surface. 

In order, therefore, to inculcate on their daily life 
some serious conceptions as to the Family Altar and 
the Worship of the Dead, I beg my cousins constantly 
to study the opening chapters of **The Ancient City," 
by Fustel de Coulanges, a work which has made upon 
me the most profound impression, and to which may 
be ascribed the labor of this compilation. 

As already indicated, this booklet is simply a begin- 
ning, a beginning not so full of error as of omission, 
due, in great measure, to want of information as to 
the living, and to absence of record or monument as 
to the dead. Let us hope that the data thus labor- 
iously gathered, will be amplified, from year to year, 
by those members of the Family who may early learn 
that the highest evidence of an extreme civilization 
and of hope in a future state, is the manifestation of 
some form of ancestral love and worship.

In several of the generations of the present day, in Pye as 
well as in Peshine branches, it will be observed that there is 
considerable omission of name and date. This defectiveness in 
the Family trees must be ascribed by the reader, not to the 
neglect of the compiler, but rather to the apathy of those con- 
cerned in affording information; to the absence of a family 
Bible, with its pages for record; perhaps, to a consciousness of 
unworthiness for remembrance; or to a reluctance to permit 
posterity to learn that the Almighty had granted to them brief 
life and enjoyment upon the earth created by His handiwork. 

In translation from the French, it has been deemed proper, 
for many reasons, to follow closely the original text; this will 
explain unusual English constructions. For similar reasons, the 
French spelling of names has not been changed into accepted 
English forms.

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THE PESHINE FAMILY 

IN EUROPE AND IN AMERICA 



THE NAME PESHINE 



ON this side of the Atlantic the name Peshine 
descends from Pierre Abraham P6chin, who, 
according to family tradition, had been a com- 
missioned officer of the French army, serving during 
the reign of Louis XV, when the influence of the 
Marchioness de Pompadour was all-powerful, in 
the Seven Years' War against Frederick the Great. 
This war began in 1756, and in 1757 the French arms 
had already reached the Elbe. It is at this time that 
Pierre Abraham Pechin, the American ancestor, is 
supposed to have met his future wife, Penelope, 
the only daughter of Peter Greve,^ a merchant of 
Hamburg, and later, from November 23, 1759, to 
April 21, 1780, a burgomaster of the city. As to the 
Christian name of the daughter of Peter Greve, family 
traditions are somewhat contradictory; and while 
Penelope is generally accepted, some have mentioned 
the names of Gabrielle, Pauline and Sophie. It is 
probable that, in accordance with the usage of the 
times, Madame P6chin bore several Christian names, 
Penelope being the one more commonly used in her 
proper family. 
Penelope was a Protestant and her French husband

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a Roman Catholic. Tradition asserts that in her 
marriage she disobeyed her father and, consequently, 
was disinherited. 

Unable to take his Protestant wife to France, where 
the Edict of Nantes was no longer in force, and where 
the law refused to recognize the marriage of a 
Catholic with a Protestant, Pierre emigrated to 
America, settling in New Jersey at Middletown 
Point. 

Tradition no longer recalls the year in which Pierre 
arrived with his wife in New Jersey, but it is sup- 
posed to have been not later than 1763, year of the 
termination of the Seven Year's War; nor has there 
been handed down in the family any information as 
to the date and manner in which Pierre surrendered 
his commission in the French service. He must have 
belonged to a family of superior social standing, for, 
under the customs of the times, as the general in- 
struction of the people was extremely limited, commis- 
sions in the French army were granted by the king to 
the nobility only, or to those families possessed of large 
landed estates. Unlike the English practice, the 
commission in France was awarded to the eldest son. 

Pierre is described as a handsome man, of com- 
manding and soldierly bearing, and of fine manners. 
Highly educated and a fine linguist, he is said to 
have left manuscripts of his own handwriting in ten 
different languages. He habitually passed his leisure 
in reading, writing and study. His children associ- 
ating with the German and English settlers, spoke 
English and German only, receiving no instruction in 
French. Penelope, his wife, spoke German^ only. 

^ While tradition often uses the word Dutch in referring to Pierre Abraham 
P^hin and to his wife Penelope, this term is to be taken in its true acceptation, 
German, and not in the improper application of the word, philologrically, by 
the Enf lish-speaking: people, to Holland and to the Hollanders. 
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Pierre left notes of his life history, and a sort of 
diary, together with genealogical papers cover- 
ing claims to properties in France. These papers 
were, some time after his death, unfortunately 
destroyed by fire, while in the possession of his son 
John. 

On June 28, 1778, date of the battle of Monmouth, 
N. J. (near Freehold), the Hessian and the English 
troops, in their retreat to New York, looted the 
P^chin residence and burned it to the ground. The 
family fled to Sandy Hook, sailing from there to 
New York city. In the flight, tradition states, little 
John, then some eight or nine years of age, became 
separated from the family, and, taken prisoner by the 
British, was carried to their headquarters in New 
York city, where Sir Henry Clinton, in command, 
ordered his restoration to his parents. The child 
was most kindly treated by the British officers; and 
Sir Henry is said to have kissed him, addressing him 
as **a fine, brave little fellow." 

Pierre and his family remained in New York, he 
and his wife dying there before the close of the war 
of the Revolution (no known records). 

Nothing is known at the present time as to the 
place and date of marriage of Pierre to Penelope; 
nor is there, as yet, any precise information as to the 
family in France, save that Pierre had at least one 
brother^ there, who at one time had planned to 
emigrate to America. 

The change of the name Pechin to the form 
Peshine may be explained as follows: 

1 It is probable that Philibert-6tienne-Jacques-Bemard-Antoine Pechin, 
of Lan^res (Hante-Marne) , France, was a son of this brother, the son of 
Philibert, Claude-Marie-Nicolas Pechin (bom January 3, 1791) , having been 
ennobled by Louis XVIII under letters patent, dated January 22, 1825. 

Claude-Marie-Nicolas left two daughters. 
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The soft ch and the nasal in of the name Pechin, as 
a matter of course, were of constant annoyance and 
of insurmountable difficulty to the English speaking 
community surrounding the Pechin family at Middle- 
town Point, N. J., and the name, in consequence, 
became in time anglicized into Peshine, a usage 
finally adopted, without exception, by all the children 
of Pierre Abraham Pechin. 

As far back as the fourteenth century, the name 
appears to have been spelled indifferently P6chin or 
Peschin, the syllable F6 or Pes having the pronuncia- 
tion of Pay. Indeed, in the records of the marriage 
of Gabrielle de la Tour (daughter of Jacquette du 
Peschin) to Louis de Bourbon, Count de Montpensier, 
the Bourbons make use of the spelling Pechin 
while the de la Tour family employ the form 
Peschin. 

The name Pechin or Peschin appears to have come 
from certain feudal estates, or from a district of 
France known, by such name, to the inhabitants of 
the surrounding country. The family, or at least a 
branch of the family, bore, very early in the four- 
teenth century, the surname of Brun, to which the 
designation of the feudal estates, du Pechin or du 
Peschin, was commonly added. In time the name of 
Brun was lost, the du Pechin or du Peschin only 
being used. 

In the Middle Ages there was no academic orthog- 
raphy, and the art of writing was possessed by the 
very few only. It is well known that the letter s 
in Southern France and particularly in old Navarre, 
had, in those days as well as now, a sound of sh; 
and this fact, no doubt, was the cause of other 
departures, in spelling, from the accepted form 
of P6chin or Peschin. It is very certain that

the bearers of the name Peychin^ in Flanders, of 
Pesin^ in Artois and in Tournai, as well as of Pesyn'* 
in Holland (1604) , were off -shoots of the parent stem, 
du P6chin or du Peschin. 

On the other side of the Atlantic, in France, some 
preliminary research has been made as to the name 
Pechin, and much valuable information has been 
obtained. This introductory work* has been confined 
to a more or less limited and incomplete examination 
of the genealogical treasures contained in the world- 
famous Bibliothfeque Nation ale at Paris. The Min- 
istry of Justice and Worship, as well as the Ministry 
of War, undoubtedly offers considerable data upon 
the family P6chin and its services to the State. It is 
probable also that there are, at Langres, Haute- 
Marne, surviving members of the line ennobled by 
Louis XVIII in 1825 (undoubtedly the main and only 
existing line in France at the present day) ; but thus

THE NAME PESHINE 

Marie-Nicolas Pechin, lawyer, by patent of January 
22, 1825, with regulation as to arms: 

' 1. Philibert - fetienne - Jacques - Bernard - Antoine 
Pechin, chief counsellor of the bailiwick and presidial 
court of Langres, married Gabrielle-Ther^se Genuyt, 
leaving, at least, a son, as follaws:

The Pechin family, being of the nobility, no doubt 
joined the * 'Emigres'' during the Revolution, the Con- 
sulate and the First Empire; the work, * 'Armorial 
du Premier Empire; A. Reverend,'* contains no 
reference to the name Pechin or Peschin. 

Under the Third Empire (Napoleon III), however, 
the name of Pechin, officer of cavalry, is found in 
the official register of the French army for the year 
1870. 



While the foregoing notes present at least two 
important gaps in an apparent line of descent, 
the one perhaps of two generations, the other 
of some six generations, yet they are, neverthe- 
less, sufficient to show that as far back as the 
early part of the fourteenth century, the family du 
Pechin or du Peschin was one of the most powerful 
of the feudal baronies of France, enjoying not only 
the high favor and protection of the throne, but 
entering, by marriage, into the very family of the 
reigning sovereign. Indeed, the Pechin blood flows 
to-day in the veins of every Bourbon^ claiming 
descent from Robert of France, whether of a reign-

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ing dynasty or of a family of a pretender to a 
throne. 

The notes further establish that, through many 
intermarriages with the highest nobility of the land, 
the Pechin blood has become mingled in that of many 
of the most illustrious names on the page of French 
history. 

It cannot be doubted that Jacquette du Peschin 
was one of the most distinguished and remarkable 
women of her epoch, exercising, through her power 
near the steps of the throne and through the alliances 
of her children with the most eminent of the land, a 
marked influence in the destinies of her country. 
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THE great feudal estate of the Peschin family 
proper appears to have been in what is now the 
Department of Cher, extending into the pres- 
ent neighboring departments of Allier, Puy-de-Dome 
and Loir-et-Cher; thus occupying a great territory in 
the very center of France. The other and scattered 
estates of the family, as referred to in the preceding 
pages, were probably acquired through intermar- 
riages. 

So far as we can now determine, the various estates, 
as well as the provinces and the centers of population, 
mentioned, were located as follows:^

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ENGLISH LINE 

WHILE, for many years, historians have been 
unable to trace back the genealogical tree of 
Col. William Ball, who came from England 
in 1657 (some say 1650) and settled at Millenbeck, at 
the mouth of the Corolomon river, a small tributary 
of the Rappahannock, in Lancaster county, Virginia, 
late researches in England, through the College of 
Arms, or Heralds' College, by a descendant^ now 
living, establishes a tree, with generations as follows:

AMERICAN LINE 

The American lines of the Ball Family, it is now 
conceded, after long and careful research in the 
United States, have descended from Col. William 
Ball and his brothers, the various generations, in 
numerical order, being determined as follows:^ 

1. Edward (I) Francis Ailing;^ William 

2. Thomas Samuel Col. John Col. Joseph 

3. Ezekiel Abigail John Mary 

4. Edward (II) Parsons' Eliphalet G. Washington 

5. Prussia Abigail Flamen 

6. J. S. Peshine H. H. Hayden* Stephen 

7. J. H. H. Peshine 

In the New Jersey line, we find that Edward (I) 
married Abigail Blatchley, daughter of Thomas 

Blatchley by Susanna . Thomas Blatchley (b. 

1615; 1 1674) was one of the most important settlers 
of Brantford, Conn.; he was three times deputy to 
the general court at New Haven. Edward (I) is said 
to have had nine children. His son, Thomas, it is 

1 William, of Virfrinia ; Edward, of New Jersey ; Francis, of New En^rland ; 
and AUinfiT, of New York. This has been established by researches made, as 
to the American line, by the various societies of the day — Colonial, of the 
Revolution and of our Wars.

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known, had nine sons and a daughter, Abigail, a 
name much used in the line of Francis. There is no 
record as to the wife of Thomas. Ezekiel (t Dec. 19, 
1804) married, about 1747, Mary Jones (t Mar. 21, 
1810). He had by her eleven children, of whom 
Edward, II (b. 1756; t 1815), the sixth child and 
fourth son, married, January 6, 1779, Esther Mulford, 
daughter of Captain Jonathan Mulford. At the time 
of his marriage, Edward was a resident of Clinton, 
N. J. Prussia (b. 1784; t 1867), second child and 
second daughter of Edward, married, April 17, 1808, 
Jacob Peshine, the father of John Sayre Peshine 
(b. 1815; 1 1876), and the grandfather of John Henry 
Hobart Peshine (b. 1847). 

As to the Ball brothers, researches, in the records 
of colonial and revolutionary days are not very satis- 
factory. In emigration to America, we do not know 
whether Col. William was preceded or followed by 
his brothers. Ailing was settled in New England in 
1644. Edward, we find, was holding public office in 
Newark, N. J., as early as October 30, 1665; in 1693, 
he is recorded as sheriff of Essex County, N. J. 
Edward is said to have lived in New Haven and 
Brantford, Conn., before removing to Newark, N. J. 
Francis appears to have settled in New England 
about 1644. There was still another brother, Richard 
(b. 1602), who settled in New England about 1650. 
Richard had the degree of LL. D., and was a master 
of the Temple. His will, dated in 1683, was probated 
in 1684. 

Col. William Ball married in London, July 2, 1638, 
Hannah Atherall, probably of the family of Atherold, 
of Suffolk, though written Atherall in all the Ball 
charts; but neither name appears in Burke's Armory. 
Col. Ball left two sons, William (V) and Col. Joseph, 
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and a daughter, Hannah, who married Daniel (some 
say David) Fox. William (V) had eight sons and one 
daughter. Col. Joseph was born May 24, 1649, and 
died in June, 1711. He married twice, his first 
wife being Elizabeth Romney, daughter of William 
Romney, of London; his second wife was Mary 
Johnson, widow of Capt. Johnson, her maiden name 
being Montague, the family tree of Montague dating 
back to 1040, when a certain ancestor accompanied 
William the Conqueror to England. Col. Joseph had, 
by Elizabeth, three children: Joseph, Hannah and 
Elizabeth; by Mary, one child only, Mary, the mother 
of George Washington. Mary was born in 1707; 
married, March 6, 1730, Augustine Ball, a widower, 
and died August 25, 1789, aged 82. Augustine Ball, 
who was born in 1694, had previously married Jane, 
daughter of Caleb Butler, by whom he had four 
children, two only, Lawrence and Augustine, reach- 
ing mature age. By Mary, his second wife, he had 
six children: George, Samuel, John Augustine, 
Charles, Elizabeth and Mildred. George was born 
February 22, 1732; married January 6, 1759; and 
died December 14, 1799. 

In the line of Ailing, we find (Rev.) Eliphalet Ball, 
who is recognized as the founder of Ballston Spa, 
N. Y., about 1769. He claimed to be a third cousin 
of George Washington, and bore arms similar to 
Richard's, with some change in crest and motto. 
This claim appears to be supported by declarations 
made, during her life, by Prussia Ball. She states 
that George Washington always acknowledged those 
of the Edward Ball line as cousins. In conversation 
with her daughter, Jane Frances Peshine Stout 
(b. 1808), Prussia declared that she had always 
addressed the General, during his many visits to 
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New Jersey during the course of the Revolution, as 
"Cousin," and that he had fully recognized the rela- 
tionship. This relationship has been further confirmed 
by Hetty Mulford Ball Robinson (sister of Prussia). 
In conversation with her nieces (one of whom was a 
Gruet, daughter of Frederic Gruet and Jane Ball and 
wife of Joseph Donovan, formerly of No. 457 Mary 
St., Elizabeth, N. J.), Mrs. Robinson declared that 
her mother (Esther Mulford Ball) often referred to 
cousin George Washington, and that her grandfather 
(Jonathan Mulford), during the Revolutionary period 
and thereafter, would frequently mention to his 
daughter, Esther, that he had met his* 'Cousin George" 
at such place or at such time, thus showing that the 
Virginia and New Jersey branches of the Ball family 
acknowledged a mutual ancestor. 

In order that all possible information as to the Balls 
may be preserved for posterity, the children of 
Ezekiel Ball (b. no record; t Dec. 19, 1804)^ and Mary 
Jones (b. no record; t Mar. 21, 1810) are given as 
follows:

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THE records of the Mulford Family are, un- 
fortunately, not very complete, but the line 
can be traced back to the latter half of the 
sixteenth century. We find that Lion Gardiner^ 
(lieutenant of engineers in the English army; b. 
1599; 1 1633), the great hero of the Pequot war and 
especially distinguished at Saybrook Fort, which he 
built and commanded, married, while on duty in charge 
of construction of important works in Holland, 
Mary Wilemson (b. 1600?; 1 1665), daughter of Diretis 
Wilemson, a man of much prominence in the Nether- 
lands, and Harden, his wife. Lion Gardiner's 

daughter Mary (b. Aug. 31, 1638), who was the first 
white child born in New Amsterdam, York Colony, 
married Jeremiah Conklin (b. 1634; t Mar. 14, 1712), 
son of Ananias Conklin. We find no record of the 
mother of Jeremiah Conklin; but it is established 
that his daughter, Mary Gardiner Conklin, married 
Thomas Mulford, son of William Mulford by his wife, 
Sarah Akers. The son of Thomas Mulford, Ezekiel, 
married Alia Osborn, having son known later as 
Captain Jonathan Mulford (b. Sep. 29, 1718, at Cape 
May, N. J.; t Oct. 16, 1789). Jonathan Mulford 
married, probably late in 1739 or early in 1740, Esther 
Conklin (b. Aug. 27, 1715, at East Hampton, L. I. ; 
t Apr. 22, 1776).

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Esther Conklin appears to have been a very distant 
cousin of Jonathan Mulford, for Ananias Conklin 
was a great, great grandfather, common to both.

Cornelius Conklin I,^ Cornelius Conklin II, 
Cornelius Conklin III. Cornelius Conklin III, her 
father, married Deborah Mulford. Esther, therefore, 
was a great, great grand-daughter of Lion Gard4ner.

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ENGLISH LINE 

THE English line of the Pye Family was repre- 
sented, in May, 1913, by Miss Elizabeth Pye, 
of East End House, Pinner,^ Middlesex, 
England. Miss Pye, then some eighty-one years, or 
more, of age, was the only living grandchild of the 
poet laureate of England, Henry James Pye, ap- 
pointed, in 1790, by George HI. Henry James Pye, 
who, undoubtedly, at the time, represented the main 
line, married twice, having, • by his first wife, two 
daughters. These daughters married, their husbands 
bearing respectively the names of Arnold and Jones. 
By the second wife, there were two sons, Henry John 
and Walton, and a daughter. Henry James Pye 
died at the age of sixty-three years. Henry John, 
the first son, read law; married at twenty- three; and 
became a magistrate. He had a son, Henry John 
Charles, and three daughters (one. Miss Elizabeth, of 
Pinner). There are several great grandchildren 
living. Walton, the second son, became a barrister. 
The English line is traced back some centuries. 
Its founder was, no doubt, one of the feudal barons 
of England. The family, until the civil wars, was 
prominent and wealthy, and even of the nobility. In 
the time of Charles I and Cromwell, it still possessed 
great landed estates in Leicestershire. One Pye 
married a Lord Crewe; a Miss Hampden, of the cele-

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brated family of that name, married a Pye. Another 
Pye, in time of Charles II, owned Killpeck Castle in 
Herefordshire. 

East End House, the residence of Miss Elizabeth 
Pye, was purchased by the poet laureate in the time of 
George III, and enlarged by him. Henry John, the 
first son of the poet, once owned a large country seat, 
Clifton Hall, in Leicestershire. This had been known, 
for some generations, as one of the landed estates of 
the Pye family; it eventually passed into other hands. 
There is, it is said, in Leicestershire, a small 
cathedral,^ having a chapel in which Pye tombs and 
the family crest are conspicuous. The chapel pos- 
sesses a complete history of the Pye line. 



AMERICAN LINE 

In the belief of Miss Elizabeth Pye, the Pye line 
in the United States descends from a collateral 
branch of the family of the poet laureate, the mutual 
ancestor dating back to the reign of George II or 
even further. 

The American line appears to have had its origin 
in the emigration (about 1792) from Birmingham, 
Warwickshire,^ of the Pye brothers, four in number, 
it is said: Thomas, William, Henry and John, one 
(perhaps Henry) settling in Georgia. However 
this may be, we find records of Thomas and John

LINE OF THOMAS

Note. The Bourbons, amon^r many other titles, bore those of Count d'Alais, 
CkDunt de Chartres, Count de Sancerre and Baron d'Avesne; and notwith- 
standing: that the arms under these names are ascribed by Grandmaison to 
their respective towns or cities, it has been deemed proper to list them, with 
a yiew to trace any ordinaries or charges of the escutcheons that mi^ht have 
been borrowed from the personal coats of members of the various Bourbon 
branches. 

For a similar reason the arms of Cr^qy are eriven in connection with the 
title of %aron de Cr^qy, one of the line having married Louise de la Tour. 

It is weJl established that feudal titles and personal coats long antedated 
the arms later granted to certain centers of population, which, through the 
course of years, had gradually established themselves upon the great estates 
of the nobility ; and, therefore, it may be assumed that a city, in fixing upon 
the character of its escutcheon, naturally incorporated, in a greater or less 
degree, the ordinaries or charges of its immediate feudal lord. 
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I. HON. ERASMUS PESHINE SMITRi 

ERASMUS PESHINE SMITH was graduated at 
Columbia University, N. Y., in 1832; and from 
the Harvard Law School in 1833. He had 
previously passed a year at the University of Ver- 
mont, Burlington, Vt. After leaving Harvard, Smith 

read law for a time with Judge Simpson, of 

Scottville, N. Y. Later, he was in the law offices of 
the Hon. William H. Seward, of whom he was a class- 
mate at Harvard. During his career as a lawyer, 
E. Peshine Smith was, at various times, associated 
in practice with Frederick Whittlesey, E. Darwin 
Smith and Henry E. Rochester. He was also, for a 
time (1850), Professor of Mathematics at the Univer- 
sity of Rochester, N. Y. In 1852, Smith became 
Superintendent of Public Instruction of the State of 
New York. In 1857, he was appointed Reporter 
of the Court of Appeals, a position filled with excep- 
tional ability, as attest the many volumes of Reports 
of that tribunal. In 1864, Smith was made U. S. 
Commissioner of Immigration. Soon thereafter he 
accepted the position of Solicitor of the Department 
of State at Washington, D. C. In 1871, with the full 
approval of the President, U. S. Grant, he was sent 
to Japan as Adviser, in International Law, to the 
Imperial Government. During his sojourn of *some

These sketches have been confined to those of the American Line who have 
been more or less well-known or distinguished in the history of the country. 
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six years in Tokio,^ E. Peshine Smith entirely reor- 
ganized the Ministry of Foreign Affairs; and it was 
while he was in control of the Ministry, in 1872, that 
the Imperial Government was advised to make seizure 
of the Peruvian coolie ship ' 'Marie Luz, ' ' thus bring- 
ing Japan and Peru to the verge of war. In arbitra- 
tion of the matter, all letters, papers and briefs 
on part of Japan were prepared by E. Peshine 
Smith and placed before the arbitrator, the Emperor 
Alexander II, of Russia, who, at Ems, May 17 (29), 
1875, approved and confirmed the seizure as of right 
under the law of nations,^ thus ending the infamous 
traffic in coolies. 

At the suggestion of E. Peshine Smith many of 
the young nobility of Japan were sent abroad for 
instruction in the great universities of the world. 

E. Peshine Smith, notwithstanding his years of 
public service, was perhaps more widely known as 
an editor and influential writer, conducting at various 
times the policies of journals of great circulation and 
power; — as the Albany Journal, the Buffalo Com- 
mercial Advertiser, the Rochester Democrat and the 
Washington Republican. 

His work on 'Tolitical Economy" (1853) is regarded 
as a landmark in the field of such literature; it is 
constantly consulted and quoted by the writers of the 
day, who ascribe to Henry C. Carey and to him the 
establishment of the American System — Protection.

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II. JOHN SAYRE PESHINEi 

JOHN SAYRE PESHINE never held public office, 
though devoted, from his younger years, to State 
and National politics. A life-long Democrat, he had 
become, in middle age, a most prominent member of 
the party in his State, and his influence, especially in 
the northern portion of New Jersey, was at all times 
extremely forceful. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War, he brought the 
better elements of his party into coalition with the 
Republicans of the State, thus conserving, under 
name of the Union party, the Governor and the Leg- 
islature, as well as the Congressional Deputation, to 
the cause of the Lincoln Administration at Washing- 
ton in the preservation of the Republic. 

At the close of the War, John S. Peshine returned, 
with the Union wing of his party, to the Democratic 
fold. 



III. HON. JOHN HENRY HOBART PESHINE^ 

JOHN HENRY HOBART PESHINE was born in 
Newark, N. J., November 1, 1847. After careful 
instruction in private schools of his native State and 
in the State Model and Normal Schools at Trenton, 
N. J.', young Peshine was, in 1863, at the age of 
fifteen, appointed a Midshipman in the United States

was somewhat impaired at the time of his death.

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Navy, entering the United States Naval Academy, 
then at Newport, R. I. Showing a marked aptitude 
for mathematics. Midshipman Peshine was at once 
transferred from the Class of 1867 to that of 1866, 
passing into the Third Class (second year) with the 
rank of fourteen in a class of over one hundred and 
twenty members. In the practice-cruise of the sum- 
mer of 1863, Midshipman Peshine was assigned 
to the U. S. Ship ''Macedonian," visiting Portland, 
England; Funchal, Madeira; and the naval stations 
of Plymouth and Portsmouth, England; Cherbourg, 
France; Lisbon, Portugal; and Cadiz, Spain. In 
1864, Midshipman Peshine passed into the Second 
Class (third year) with rank of ten in a class of 
seventy-eight. 

Dissatisfied with sea life, the young midshipman 
tendered his resignation in October, 1864; and in the 
month following accepted a commission in the 31st 
Regiment of U. S. Colored Troops. Joining his regi- 
ment, in the 3d Brigade, 2d Division, 25th Army 
Corps, in the lines before Richmond, Va., Lieutenant 
Peshine was soon detailed upon the staff of his 
brigade as acting Aide-de-Camp. In March, 1865, 
the lieutenant, but little over seventeen years of age, 
was transferred to the staff of his division. Later, 
he participated in the battles immediately preceding 
the fall of Petersburg; and, in the pursuit of the 
retreating Confederate forces, was present in line of 
battle at the surrender at Appomattox. Lieutenant 
Peshine, as Aide-de-Camp, is said to have been the 
first staff officer to enter the inner line of works at 
Petersburg, carrying, at 4 A. M., to Maj. Gen. E. 0. 
C. Ord, a message from Brig. Gen. William Birney, 
commanding the division, announcing the occupation 
of the city by his troops. After Appomattox, 
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Lieutenant Peshine's regiment was assigned to the 
line of the Rio Grande, Mexico being occupied by 
French forces under the Emperor Maximih'an. In 
November, 1865, the Emperor Napoleon III having 
consented to withdraw his troops, the volunteer 
forces of the United States were discharged and dis- 
banded. 

Passing to civil life, young Peshine read law for 
several years, following, for a time, the course of 
lectures at the Law School of Columbia University, 
N. Y. 

In 1870, Peshine was present, in . Paris, on the 
advance of the German forces, and remained dur- 
ing the two sieges, doing duty, as a member of 
a foreign franc-tireur corps (La Legion des Amis 
de la France), in the trenches at Maisons-Alfort 
and Gravelle, and taking part in the sorties of 
October 30 (Chatillon), November 30-December 2 
(Bry-sur-Marne and Champigny), when his L6gion 
lost heavily in the assault and capture of Bry, and 
December 21 (Ferme de Groslay, Le Bourget and the 
Ligne de Soissons) when, at the Ferme, the L6gion 
was under fire of shell and musketry during the 
entire day. 

. Commissioned in 1873 as a Second Lieutenant in 
the 13th U. S. Infantry, Peshine passed the usual 
military life in many stations of the army on the 
western frontier, taking part in the Sioux expedition 
of 1874, and in the campaign of 1886 against the 
famous Apache chief, Geronimo. 

In 1876, the lieutenant was selected by the War 
Department as the representative of the infantry 
arm of the service at the U. S. Artillery School at 
Fort Monroe, Va., where, in 1878, he graduated in 
the two years curriculum. 
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In 1887, Lieutenant Peshine married Rebecca Ruth, 
only daughter and child of Dr. James Lycurgus Ord 
and Dofia Maria de las Angustias Josefa Antonia 
Bernab6 de la Guerra de Jimeno, of Santa Barbara, 
Cal., and niece of the late Maj. Gen. E. 0. C. Ord, 
U. S. Army. 

In 1889, the War Department selected the lieu- 
tenant as chief commissary officer for the forces 
assembled in grand manoeuvres in Oklahoma Ter- 
ritory, comprising some sixty different organizations, 
with several outlying encampments and two large 
depots of supplies. 

In 1890, Lieutenant Peshine was detailed by the 
War Department as Professor of Military Science 
and Tactics at the Ohio Normal University, Ada, 
Ohio. Remaining three years as Professor, the lieu- 
tenant organized a battalion of five full companies of 
infantry, a section of artillery and a regimental 
band, with drum corps and trumpeters, making the 
University, with an enrollment of over three thousand 
students, one of the important military institutions of 
the United States. 

In 1893 (September 11), the lieutenant was se- 
lected by the Department of State as Military 
Attach^ at the Court of King Alfonso XIII, where, 
during the four years preceding the war with Spain, 
he thoroughly familiarized himself with all details 
covering the military and naval strength of Spain 
and its colonies, visiting systematically all parts of 
the interior of the peninsula, and all military and 
naval establishments, and studying with all practi- 
cable care the general defenses of the Spanish coast 
line. His services abroad are officially noted by the 
War Department and by the Navy Department as 
follows: 
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'•WAR DEPARTMENT 

^ADJUTANT general's OFFICE, 

''Washington, October 23, 1897. 

"To the Adjutant General, U. S. Army, 
"Washington, D. C. 

"Sir: 

"I desire to invite the attention of the Honorable 
Secretary of War to the valuable services rendered 
by Captain J. H. H. Peshine, 13th Infantry, while on 
duty as Military Attache to the American Legation in 
Madrid. Captain Peshine's work while Military 
Attache was characterized by intelligence and zeal. 
He systematically visited^ the great governmental 
establishments of Spain, and rendered reports in 
regard to the same; he rendered complete reports on 
the military educational and training establishments 
of Spain, and he regularly sent to the Military 
Information Division full reports upon, and supplies 
of Spanish military literature. 

1 In the Peninsula, all military depots, factories, foundries, etc., were 
visited, and their supplies on hand and capacity noted. The coast defenses 
were inspected as far as possible, special attention bein^r driven to new bat- 
teries erected for protection against the United States fleet. In naval matters, 
all ship yards, national and private, were carefully looked over ; and many 
important ships not in commission were studied in detail as to their avail- 
ability for inmiediate service. 

Full reports were recrularly made of these inspections. 

In this connection, it may be stated that in a report made as early as 
September, 1887, Captain Peshine predicted a rupture of relations between 
Spain and the United States for April or May of the following year ; and this 
warning was repeated verbally at the War Department in November, 1887, 
and again in February, 1898. 

Had the War Board given greater attention to the various reports made 
from Madrid by the Attach^, the United States could have taken over 
Fernando Po, near the mouth of the great river Niger, in Africa, comprising 
a territory of some 784 square miles, with a population of over 90,000. With 
no defense other than a receiving-ship and a battalion of marine infantry, 
the Spanish flag would have been lowered, as in the case of Guam, before the 
guns of a single war vessel. 
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The chief value of his services, however, lay in 
the information he furnished regarding the Spanish 
forces in Cuba and the Philippines. He rendered 
regular and full reports on the military condition 
and events of Spain, and on her military resources, 
supplementing them by a multitude of clippings from 
official and other publications, so that our government 
is now in possession of all the information it could 
desire regarding the military strength of Spain} His 
reports on the Spanish forces in Cuba alone are 
thirty-six in number. These reports were sent at 
regular intervals, and the subject matter therein is 
systematically arranged. By watching the Spanish 
press closely, he was enabled to forward to Washing- 
ton information regarding the forces sent to Cuba, 
which, when compiled in the Military Information 
Division, was found to agree with official Spanish 
figures subsequently published.^ 

''Many causes often prevent military attaches 
abroad from responding to the demands of the 
home office as promptly as that office or the at- 
taches themselves might desire, but Captain Peshine 
invariably found it possible to respond quickly to

and men. The heavy ordnance, small arms, munitions, equipment, medical 
supplies, etc., forwarded, were, at the same time, most minutely listed. 

In addition, reports were forwarded by the Attache, showing: the stations 
of forces operatin^r in the colonies, greneral casualties from time to time, etc. 

To all these reports, the latest maps, whether issued by the Gfeographical 
and Statistical Institute of Spain or by the Ministry of War, were added. The 
map of the Province of Santia^ro de Cuba, made especially for the Spanish 
General Staff and comprising twelve large sheets, was secured by the Attach^ 
with great difficulty and only after many months of patience. It later proved 
of the greatest value to our officers in the Cuban campaign. 
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all demands of the Military Information Division, 
and his promptness has been of great value to this 
office. 

'The value of the services^ rendered by Captain 
Peshine is great, yet his work is of such a char- 
acter that it will naturally remain unknown to 
anyone not connected with the Military Information 
Division. 

'1 deem it a matter of duty, therefore, to invite 
the attention of the Honorable Secretary of War to 
the value of the services of this officer, with the view 
to such action in the matter of official acknowledge- 
ment as may be deemed proper. I respectfully 
recommend and request that a copy of this letter be 
filed with Captain Peshine's personal efficiency re- 
port.

It has been observed that Captain Peshine must have shown at Madrid 
most exceptional tact, judgment and enersry, for no other attach^ abroad, it is 
said, has procured whatever information or material he may have asked for. 
For example, blue prints of the Spanish Mauser rifle were forwarded by him to 
Washinsrton at the time the Minister of War at Madrid received the first two 
model arms from the factory at Berlin. Later, the Captain obtained the ap- 
proved specifications for the cartridgre, as well as the corresponding ballistic 
tables. 

It is very certain that without complete information in their possession as 
to the Spanish forces in the various colonies, the members of the War Board 
at Washington, constituted in the autumn of 1897, would have seriously 
hesitated in adoption of plans for invasion of the Spanish islands ; and, in 
consequence, the war would have been, in the main, a naval struggle only, 
followed by a blockade. Various officers of the Army have not hesitated to 
ascribe the- taking over of the Philippines to the reports of Captain Peshine. 
It is well known that Bear Admiral Crowninshield, of the Navy Department, 
personally consulted him as to the defenses of Manila and Cavite, as well as of 
Manila Bay, before orders were cabled to Admiral Dewey at Hong Kong. 

To Captain Peshine, therefore, there should be ascribed by future historians 
a very weighty share in the military and naval glory of the war of 1898, and in 
the making of the Republic a great world power.

**This is so marked that it is deemed fitting to 
make a record of the estimation in which his reports 
are held.

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In July, 1898, Captain Peshine was ordered to join 
his regiment at Santiago de Cuba. 

In 1899, in command of the transport ' *Ohio, ' ' he 
accompanied his regiment to the Philippines. On 
arrival at Manila, Captain Peshine's regiment, the 
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13th U. S. Infantry, was assigned to the defenses of 
the city. On June 10, the Captain led his battalion 
and regiment in the battle of Guadalupe, where the 
American forces deployed numbered, it is said, some 
five thousand of all arms.^ Soon after the battle. 
Captain Peshine assumed command of his regiment, 
then on duty at La Loma Church in the north line of 
defense of Manila. The following month (July), the 
regiment was assigned to the south line, Captain 
Peshine's command covering the sector lying between 
the Bay and Pasig river, with headquarters at 
Pasay. Sent home in December, 1899, on account of 
sickness. Captain Peshine was unable to return to the 
Orient until the spring of 1901, when he took out 
the transport ''Sheridan/' Upon landing. Captain 
Peshine was assigned to the command of the Bautista 
district (Province of Pangasinan, Luzon), where 
he served as President of a Military Commission. 
Upon promotion as Major of the 11th U. S. Infantry, 
Major Peshine proceeded to the Island of Leyte, 
commanding, at various times, the districts of 
Tanauan, Dulag and Abuyog, all on the east coast. 
Later, he assumed command of the Ormoc district on 
the west coast of Leyte. 

On account of failing health in the severe climate 
of the tropics. Major Peshine made application, in 
November, 1902, to be placed on the retired list, 
for over thirty years' service; and his request was 
granted on December 31, 1902. 

Major Peshine is perhaps the only officer of the 
Regular Army or of the Volunteer forces of the Civil 
War to possess the Naval Medal, as well as the 
Military Medal, of the Civil War. His campaign

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medals comprise those awarded for Indian service 
and service in the Philippines.^ 

A companion, at first, of the Pennsylvania Corn- 
man dery of the Loyal Legion, he, in later years, 
transferred to the Commandery of the District of 
Columbia. After the Civil War, Peshine became a 
member of Phil. Kearny Post, No. 1, Department of 
New Jersey, G. A. R. 



IV. BEATTY PESHINE SMITH 

BEATTY PESHINE SMITH was appointed a Mid- 
shipman, in the United States Navy, September 29, 
1854, and was graduated No. 12, in the class of 1859, 
June 9, 1859. He was promoted to grade of Lieuten- 
ant, August 21, 1861; and ta grade of Lieutenant- 
Commander, October 26, 1865. 

After active duty of some twenty years, includ- 
ing the four years of the Civil War, Beatty Peshine 
Smith severed his connection with the service, 
July 9, 1874, returning to civil life.

The slow advancement of this officer was due to a change in the law 
of promotion, placing lieutenants upon a lineal list of the arm. Second 
Lieutenant Peshine was about to be promoted regimentally, when the new 
system went into effect-. 
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IN THE UNITED STATES 

ON this side of the Atlantic every known de- 
scendant of Pierre Abraham Pechin should be 
sought out and personally interviewed as to 
family traditions. There are undoubtedly many de- 
scendants yet living in Brooklyn, N. Y., with a 
collateral branch (J. Peshine Smith) in Spencerport, 
N. Y. A branch (E. A. Peshine) resided some years 
ago in Fulton, N. Y. ; but no trace of this family can 
be found. 

Old New York and Brooklyn churches, as well as 
graveyards and cemeteries, might furnish some valu- 
able data; — from records or from tombstones. So, 
searches in the churches and cemeteries, as well as 
in the Court House records, should be made at and 
near Middletown, Middletown Heights and Middle- 
town Point, N. J. 

An attempt should be made to trace the line of the 
Clifford family. 

Efforts should be made, from time to time, to fill 
up omissions of names and dates in the various trees, 
and to keep them corrected from year to year. 

IN EUROPE 

In Paris, a French expert in genealogical research 
should be employed; one more or less familiar with 
the Bibliothdque Nationale. It is desirable to fill up, 
if possible, the two gaps now existing: 1466-1547; 
and 1575 (approximately)— 1825. Examinations should 
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be made in the Ministry of Justice and Worship, as 
well as in the Ministry of War; in the former, to 
determine what papers or documents were filed in 
1825, or previously, under the application of Claude — 
Marie — Nicolas P6chin for letters patent of nobility; 
in the latter, to ascertain, if possible, the origin and 
the status of Pierre Abraham P6chin in the Seven 
Years' War. The records of the Ministry might 
show other P^chins in the French service, especially 
during the nineteenth century. Similar examinations 
might be made in the Ministry of Marine. 

A more or less broken line of descent may be traced 
by the presence here and there of a common name or 
names, showing that one or more of those well- 
beloved in family traditions have had the green of 
memory constantly refreshened by the waters of the 
baptismal font. With the P6chins of the Middle 
Ages and with the allied branches, we find among 
the favorite names those of Bernard, Jacques, Gilbert 
and Pierre. Bernard is ever present in the de la 
Tour line; while Jacques, Baron du Peschin, is one of 
the first of the name to have been distinguished by 
the favor of the Royal Family. The name is repeated 
by Louise, fifth child of Jacquette (or Jacqueline) du 
Peschin, for her second son. The name of her 
mother, Jacqueline (the feminine of Jacques), is 
bestowed by Louise upon her second daughter. In 
the Bourbon line, we find the name, Jacques, given 
to the nephew of the husband of Gabrielle, third 
child and first daughter of Jacquette du Peschin. 
Gilbert is the name of the first child of Guillaume, 
Baron du Peschin; and this is again brought to 
memory by Gabrielle for her own first-born. Pierre 
is the name of the first son of Jeanne du Peschin; 
and the name is common enough in the Bourbon line. 
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Coming down to 1547, we find the name, Gilbert, 
renewed in Gilbert du Peschin. The eighteenth cen- 
tury offers the names of Bernard and Jacques in 
Philibert — 6tienne — Jacques — Bernard — Antoine 
P6chin. In the grandchildren of Pierre Abraham 
P6chin, the nineteenth century continues the memory 
of Pierre (Peter) and Gilbert. 

The records and cemeteries at Langres (Haute- 
Marne) should be examined. The descendants there 
of the two daughters of Claude — Marie — Nicolas 
P6chin should be looked up with a view to securing 
from them traditions or records. 

Old churches and records, and chapel or cemetery 
monuments of the various places referred to in the 
foregoing pages might be inspected, particularly 
those churches or convents mentioned as having been 
founded by the Pechin family; e. g., Bouchet, Goute- 
noutouze, Montrond and Saint-Louis d'Aigueperse. 

In the search for ancestors, attention might be 
given to changes in the spelling of the name back in 
the Middle Ages, when reading and writing were 
confined to a handful of the population. For example, 
in Holland, shortly after 1604, Marie le Mahieu, of a 
Brabant family, widow of Jean de Lannoy, married a 
Jean Pesyn.^ As s, in the south of France, has an sh 
sound, this Pesyn may be found to belong to the 
branch of the P6chin family, which is known to have 
settled in Holland. A portrait (No. 1218) of Marie le 
Mahieu is in the Leidsche Lakenhal in Leiden, Hol- 
land. 

An expert in Holland should be employed. 

In the * 'Armorial G6n6ral,'' by J. B. Rietstap, 
already mentioned, we find:

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Pesin (of Artois, now Department of Pas-de-Calais);

saut. ; et un cerf au nat., br. sur le tout. 

As the P6chin family appears to have been orig- 
inally from the midi or southern portion of France 
(where to this day, as previously stated, s has an sh 
sound), it is probable that research along the line of 
Pesin might show a common ancestor, now lost, in 
the P6chin line. 

An expert in Belgium should be employed. 

In the various searches in France, Belgium and 
Holland, it should not be forgotten that the name, in 
the Middle Ages, was spelled Pechin and Peschin or 
Peychin (as well as, perhaps, Pesin and Pesyn). 

Some investigations should be made in the famous 
library of the Johanneum in Hamburg along the line 
of the family of Peter Greve, burgomaster from 1759 
to 1780. Some research should be made for his will, 
in which some reference to his daughter Penelope 
might be found. A complete translation should be 
made, from the German, of the life of Peter Greve, ^ 
as given by F. G. Buek in his work * 'Genealogical and 
Biographical Notes on the Burgomasters of Hamburg 



1 It is possible that Peter Gjeve (II) , embittered by the marriage of his only 
daughter with a foreigner, officer of an army which had invaded Qerman terri- 
tory, with the consequent ravages and exactions of war, and member of 
a Church, at the time, cruelly hostile to those of the Protestant Faith, was, 
during his long and powerful sway as burgomaster of the City of Hamburg, 
persuaded to remove from the various records all evidences of the birth and 
marriage of Penelope, extending this vengeance also to the deletion of any 
registry of birth of a child— if Elisabeth (Harroway) was bom to her before 
departing for America. 

As these acts do not appear improbable, viewing all the circumstances of 
the matter, recourse for information should be had to concurrent history. It 
is not likely that a marriage so important, in local society, could have escaped 
the pen of some chronicler of the events of the time. 
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since the time of the Reformation; Hamburg; 1840." 
A copy of this work is held by the State library at 
Hamburg, 

If the record of the marriage of Penelope Greve 
can be found at Hamburg, it may afford information 
as to the parentage of Pierre Abraham P6chin. 

An expert in Hamburg should be employed. 

Some research as to the Pyes in England might 
prove of interest. The College of Arms should be 
consulted; and the churches of Leicestershire should 
be carefully examined. 

Some investigation might be made in Russia. It is 
possible that the brother of Pierre Abraham Pechin, 
the brother who, it is said, had planned to emigrate 
to America, finally concluded to settle in Russia. At 
this time, 1763, the Empress Catherine was all- 
powerful and sought to develop her country by the 
most liberal concessions to all foreigners of instruc- 
tion and ability. 

It is known that on the banks of the river Upa, in 
the province of Tula (bordering and directly south of 
the province of Moscow), Russia, there is situated a 
great country seat of some eleven thousand acres, 
dating from the time of Catherine. This estate, now 
a country seat and hunting establishment of the 
Grand Duke Nicolas Nicolalevitch, contains a magnif- 
icent residence, erected by a famous architect of the 
eighteenth century. This property has always been 
known, and is to-day known, as the Pershino estate, 
the name Pechin having been given, no doubt, a 
Russian form, i. e,, if the theory that Pierre's 
brother went to Russia be found, after due investi- 
gation, well-based. 

An investigation, by a Russian expert, at Petrograd 
or in Tula, might afford curious revelations.

W'HEBEVEB, in Pye as well as in Peshine branches, the conventional 
household Bible, with its pages for record of births, marriages and 
deaths, is found wanting, it is undoubted that the data presented for 
publication have been based, more or less, on indistinct remembrance — subject 
later to revision and frequently to contradiction, as attest the printed pages of 
the Genealogical Tables, as well as the substitutions of this Supplementary 
Sheet. 

It is obvious t]iat where attempt is made to recall from the uncertainty and 
vacillation of memory an important date or a forgotten name, one impression 
is as useful as another for the scrutiny of posterity ; and it is, therefore, with 
serious misgivings that the compiler has consented to register, in revision,

NoTB. It has not been deemed necessary to add a page of Errata, as typo- 
irraphical sins of commission or of omission appear to be confined almost 
exclusively to punctuation. While the general rules for pointing are well- 
known and accepted, there is a great variance in solution of difficult problems 
constantly arising in actual practice. As a matter of fact, every printing 
establishment is a law unto itself ; New York varies from London ; and Paris, 
from Madrid. 

It may be said, however, in behalf of the printer, as well as of the proof- 
reader, that, to the various English fonts, there have been necessarily added 
the accented vowels of the French and Spanish languages: and, consequently, 
some slight error may occasionally, but very rarely, occur, due to the constant 
use of the untranslated French in the accumulated data. 
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
